The Scott county soil and crop 
conference held at Benton Tues­ 
day was attended by seven^-tw o 
farmers. O. T. Coleman of the soil 
department spoke first, giving a 
general summary of the cultivat­ 
ed acres and crop 
systems

cause a soil building program in 
general was not incorporated in 
the farming system.

re­ 
quirement did not have a direct 
connection with fertility 
in

cases. He also pointed out 
that 
lime requirement was essential in 
higher type legumes though not 
always necessary in other types. 
Roy Johnson of Sikeston told how, 
after liming a field eleven years 
ago, he was able to grow 
sweet 
clover 
and 
red 
clover readily 
whereas adjoining land not treat­ 
ed did not do so well. In addition 
he found that corn is 
making a 
better yield now where he put 
the lime and he was able to build 
the soil up with legumes.

at was stated today by A M. Bur­ 
ton, secretary of the 
St. 
Louis 
Shoe Manufacturers Association. 
“That they are awakened to this 
danger is amply shown by the 
many letters, telegrams and news­ 
paper articles we have received 
within the past week.” Mr. Bur­ 
ton said. “All tell the same story: 
that if the population wage dif­ 
ferent ial is removed from the code 
as demanded by certain elements 
of the Eastern Massachusetts shoe 
industry, the small towns in this 
section of the country will lose 
their shoe plants. In many of these 
towns, the shoe factories provide 
the chief source of employment. 
“At the hearing in Washington 
last week held by the House La­ 
bor Committee, further demands 
were made that the boot and shoe 
code be drastically revised. This 
committee, it is interesting to note, 
is headed by Congressman Wil­ 
liam P. Connery, representing the 
Seventh Congressional District of 
Massachusetts. At this meeting, a 
telegraphic protest against elimi­ 
nation of the population differen­ 
tial was received from the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce of Anna. 111., 
and was read into the record.

The worst automobile accident 
causalty toll ever experienced in 
the United States was 
recorded 
last year when 
36,000 
persons 
were killed and nearly a million 
injured as a result of 882,000 per­ 
sonal injury collisions on streets 
and highways. 
Although practically two-thirds 
of the accidents involved driving 
errors, pedestrians paid the high­ 
est price in the loss of life as 
shown by the death 
of 
nearly 
16,000 or 44 per cent of the total 
fatalities. 
Detailed statistics 
giving 
the 
ciicumstances of the accidents as 
tabulated by The Travelers 
In­ 
surance Company in its 
annual 
analysis show that the country’s 
adverse experience was not due 
solely to an increase in the use 
of motor vehicles. Deaths gained 
16 per cent as against an increase 
of between 5 and 6 per cent in 
registration and 6 per cent in gas­ 
oline consumption. In this 
con­ 
nection the analysis points 
out 
that in 1931, the previous 
high 
record 
in 
deaths, 
registrations 
were 3 per cent greater and gasp- 


line consumption nearly one per 
cent more than in 1934, while fa­ 
talities in 1931 were almost 8 per 
cent less than last year. 
Too much speed for time and 
place is cited as the 
dominant 
factor in the greater seriousness 
of automobile accidents last year. 
As an example of the 
extreme 
hazard produced by driving 
too 
fast, the rate of death per acci­ 
dent because of 
exceeding

speed limit was 40 per cent worse 
last year than the average of all 
accidents involving driving errors.

The National Board of Fire Un­ 
derwriters reports numerous fires 
resulting from the use at electrical 
appliances of sub-standard manu­ 
facture and from the misuse of 
electrical devices. Several recom­ 
mendations are made in the in­ 
terest of safety. 
First on the list is the recom­ 
mendation that only 
appliances 
bearing the approval label of Un­ 
derwriters’ Labortories be 
pur­ 
chased. When this is done, one 
can be sure that the manufactur­ 
er has submitted the device for 
testing to Underwriters’ Labora­ 
tories and that it measures up to 
the requirements of a standard of 
safety. It is cqully important that 
electrical cord attached to the ap­ 
pliance bear the 
Underwriters’ 
label and be in good 
condition. 
Worn or frayed cord is a positive 
fire danger. 
Another important 
recommen­ 
dation is to disconnect all heat­ 
ing appliances, such as irons, hot 
plates, toasters or waffle irons, 
when finished with them, or even 
when leaving them temporarily 
A great many fires 
have 
been 
caused through such failure. In­ 
stances arc on record of irons bf 
coming red hot burning through 
the ironing board and eventually 
through the floor. Many 
heat 
producing appliances now 
have 
automatic shut-offs, which 
help 
prevent overheating, but the plug 
should be pulled out in addition 
On all appliances with motors 
it is recommended that 
instruc­ 
tions for the care of the motor b< 
noteo and followed exactly. 
Electrical wizards promise that 
the home of tomorrow will con 
tain many more electrical servants 
The public must learn to respect 
electrical servants far more than 
at present, to purchase only stan­ 
dard devices and to 
use 
them 
properly.

Consequently, farm ers are now 
liable for the processing tax only 
upon hog products which they sell 
directly to, or exchange directly 
with, the consumer, in excess of 
certain exem ptions that apply to 
producers only. 
Under these 
exemptions,

producej who slaughters his own

with consumers not rfiore than 300 
pounds of the products,

quired to pay the processing tax. 
If the producer sells or exchanges

SOIL BUILDING PROGRAM 
PLANNED AT CONFERENCE

The Scott county soil and crop 
conference held at Benton Tues­ 
day was attended by seventy-two 
farm ers, O. T. Coleman of the so il1 
departm ent spoke first, giving a > 
general summary of the cultivat- I 
ed acres and crop 
systems 
for; 
Scott county in 
which 
it 
was 
shown that the 
present 
system 
was rapidly depleting the soil be­ 
cause a soil building program in 
general was not incorporated in 
the farm ing system. 
Liming was discussed for those 
soils adapted to liming 
for 
the 1 
purpose of growiifg 
the 
higher 
type legumes like sweet clover, 
alfalfa, and red clover. Mr. Cole­ 
man gave a dem onstration on the 
method used in 
collecting 
soil 
samples and did some actual test­ 
ing of soil samples from a farm 
near Caney Creek, 
one 
sample 
showing over a ton of lime needed 
to the acre, which was 
low 
in 
phosphate, 
the 
other 
samples 
showing 2 1-2 tons lime require­ 
ment. which was fairly well sup­ 
plied with phosphate so far as 
growing legumes was concerned. 
He made it clear that 
lime 
re­ 
quirem ent did not have a direct 
connection with fertility 
in 
all 
cases. He also pointed out 
that 
lime requirem ent was essential in 
higher type legumes though not 
altvays necessary in other types. 
Roy Johnson of Sikeston told how, 
after liming a field eleven years 
ago. he was able to grow 
sweet 
clover 
and 
red 
clover 
readily 
whereas adjoining land not treat­ 
ed did not do so well. In addition 
he found that com is 
making a 
better yield now where he put 
the lime and he was able to build 
the soil up with legumes.

The average modern hotne has a 
retinue of electrical servants that 
Grandma would have thought lit­ 
tle short of “black magic.” It is 
highly important that these ser­ 
vants be utilized correctly. 
The National Board of Fire Un­ 
derwriters reports numerous fires 
resulting from the use at electrical 
pplianccs of sub-standard manu­ 
facture and from the misuse of 
lectrical devices. Several recom­ 
mendations are made in thc in­ 
terest of safety. 
First on the list is the recom­ 
mendation that only 
appliances 
bearing the approval label of Un­ 
derwriters’ I-abort or le* be 
pur­ 
chased. When this is donc, ont' 
ran be sure that the m anufactur­ 
er has submitted the device for 
testing to Underwriters’ Labora­ 
tories and that it measures up to 
the requirements of a standard of 
safety. It is eqully important that 
electrical cord attached to the ap­ 
pliance bear the 
Underwriters’ 
label and be in good 
condition. 
Worn or frayed cord is a positive 
fire danger. 
Another important 
recommen­ 
dation is to elisconnect all heat­ 
ing appliances, such as irons, hot 
plates, toasters or waffle irons, 
when finished with them, or even 
when leaving them tenrqiorarily. 
A great many fires 
have 
been 
caused through such failure. In­ 
stances are on record of irons be­ 
coming red hot burning through 
the ironing board and eventually 
through the floor. Many 
heat- 
producing appliances now 
have 
automatic shut-offs, which 
help 
prevent overheating, but the plug 
should be pulled out in addition. 
On all appliances with motors, 
it is recommended that 
instruc­ 
tions for the care of the motor be 
noted and followed exactly. 
Electrical wizards promise that 
the home of tomorrow will con­ 
tain many more electrical servants 
The public must learn to respect 
electrical servants far more than 
at present, to purchase only stan­ 
dard devices and to 
use 
them 
properly.
